RESOLUTION NO. 2020-16 RESOLUTION APPROVING DISPOSAL OF REAL PROPERTY

WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors of Boone County, (the “County”), has made
final determination following a public hearing that the disposition of a certain real property
legally described as follows.

The Northwest Quarter (NW %) of the Southeast Quarter (SE V) of Section
Nineteen (19), Township Eight-five (85) North, Range Twenty-six (26) West of
the 5% p.M., AND that part of the East Half (E 2) of the Southeast Quarter (SE
Ya) of said Section 19, more particularly described as follows: Commencing at
the Northwest corner of the NE % of the SE Y%, thence S 00° 08 2’ E 1101.37
feet to the Point of Beginning, thence S 89°24’ E 626.32 feet; thence S 230 45
12" W 104.95 feet; thence S 45030 Y2’ W 216.21 feet; thence S 60°16 2" W 493.53
feet; thence N 00° 08 2" W 498.81 feet to the Point of Beginning,; all in Section
19, Township 85 North, Range 26 West of the 5" P.M., Boone County, Iowa.

Shall be conveyed by warranty deed to Darin Stoll; and

WHEREAS, the public hearing on proposed Boone County Resolution 2020-16
proposing to sell as required Code of Iowa of Iowa 331.361(2) for disposal of public
property was conducted on January 29, 2020, and public notice of the time and place of a
public hearing on the proposal was published in accordance with Code of Iowa 331.305, and

WHEREAS, at that January 29, 2020, the County received a bid in the amount of
$120,000, for above mentioned property, which would include an Easement on County
owned property as follows:
